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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the second sunscreen as a roll-up 
shade, claim 3, grip, claim 5, electrical drive device coupled to the first sun screen, claim 6, 
cassette mounted in a hinged manner, claim 7, driver and passenger sunscreen, claims 8-9, and 
parallel claim limitations in claims 15-21 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Regarding the hinged cassette, figure 6 shows a cassette 24 fixed to the front of the first 
screen and a hinged visor. No hinged cassette is shown. Further, it is not seen how a rolled up 
sunscreen can be mounted in such a thin cassette. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 7 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not clear from the disclosure and drawings whether these claims are mistranslated or 
whether the drawings (see above) are incorrect. In the absence of further corroboration, 
the claims are deemed incorrect for not conforming to the drawings. 

3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 and 10 are clearly incorrect. The guideway 26 extends from the back of the 
module forward, but does not extend to the front of the module, which includes the 
windshield. 

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: The subject matters of claims 5-6 and 17-18.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 1-6, 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wingen et al. in view of Shann. 

Wingen et al. has guideway 8 extending over the roof opening, housing at axle 11, first 
and second sun screens 5,11, and cassette 7. Wingen et al. does not specify a modular 
assembly, known in this art as evidenced by Shann. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill to provide in Wingen et al. a modular roof as taught by Shann in order to 
ease both assembly and pre-assembly operational checks. 

As to claim 4, the second screen acts as a visor in that it shields light entry through the 
glass roof panel 3. 
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As to claim 5, a grip for a roll shade is common knowledge in the art, obvious to use here 
to enhance manual movement. 

As to claim 6, see motor in figure 1 and disclosure thereto in the specification. 
As to claim 11, applicant admits that this type of windshield is prior art to the invention, 
and thus cannot form the basis for patentability. Extension of the second screen to cover 
the extended windshield is merely common sense to shield excessive solar radiation as 
are claims to housing location. 

8. Claims 8-9, 20,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wingen 
et al. in view of Shann as applied to claims 1 and 10 above, and further in view of De Gaillard. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in the references above 
dual shades as taught by De Gaillard in order to allow selective use of same, dependent 
on sun/vehicle relationship. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 7, 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 


Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Tsai is cited to show an extendable sunshade. Happich is cited to show an extendable 
sunscreen with visor attached at front.
